desire  of  man  that  his  remains  shoidd  not  be  disturbeil  after  his  ileath.  but  i;ives  unmistak.d)le  e\  idi  iice  of  their  belief 
in  a  resurrection  even  at  this  early  age,  lon^  before  it  was  taUL;ht  by  Christ  and  ills  disciples,  and  proved  b\-  the 
resurrection  of  Christ    Himself 

Hut  this  -s  a  ili;^'ressi(in,  and  we  must  hasten  on  our  way  to  J  lUl'^Al.KM.  liefore  di.iiv.;  -o,  however,  kt  me 
add  one  little  word  more  in  onclusion,  as  lon;4-winded  parsons  often  say  to  their  loHLj-sufftrini;  ciiii^'ref,'ations  towards 
the  end  of  a  lonij;  spun-out  sermon  on  a  lontj  summer  Sunday  in  .\u14ust.

Thrown  out  upon  the  edije  of  the  de-ert.  as  cast-olT 
clothes  (if  the  soul,  without  tree,  shrub,  or  tlower  to  .idorn  the  ])l,ice  i>(  burial,  or  iveii  ,1  bit  of  L;r,iss,  Low.  ll.it  tombs  of 
roiiL;h  m.isoniy  built  o\er  the  ijrav'e,  without  an  orn.unent  of  ,ui_\-  description,  as  a  tributi'  of  .iffection.  nor  any  inscription 
to  denote  immortalitx',  nor  marks  of  haviuL;  been  revisited  after  tlie  hurried  burial  of  the  remains  of  oiir  prob.'dily  deeply 
loved   in   life,  but   hid  ,iwa\-   and   buried   like  the  infected  cast-off  clothes  of  the  dead   leper 

.Such  is  the  effect  of  the  relii,'ion  of  the  S.idducee  importeil  into  Islamism.  As  r<i;ardinL;  the  risurrection  of  the  boc|y, 
the   followers  of  the    Prophet  do  believe   in   the  immortalit\'  of  the   soul   in   a   he.i\-en   of  srnsual   delii.;lits. 

It  is  a  strange  religion,  baseil  on  the  teachings  of  Moses  and  the  faith  of  \br,ih.iin  whom  they  n  verence  ,is  an  mi- 
cestor  — and  the  teachings  of  Christ,  which  arc'  largi'ly  embodied  in  the  Koran  ;  ,uid  this  str,mge  Tni\ture,  it  ciniioi  |h-  denied, 
has  a  strong  hold  on  the  religious  feelings  of  its  followers. 

It  is  |)owerl'ul  in  its  innuence  o\er  their  hearts  anil  livis.  and  is  strongly  m.inilest  in  their  di'\otions  ,ind  religious  obser- 
v.uices.  and  is  vigorous  anil  aggressive  in  its  essence  and  being,  and  is  g.iining  ground  everywhere,  especially  in  the  l-'.ast. 
and  in  the  Soudat,,  whose  loss  to  I'.gypt  lately  is  as  largely  due  to  that  cause,  and  hatred  of  (  hristian  asceiuliincy,  ,is  to 
misgovernment  bv  the   Khedive,  to  which  .Sir  I'',veh-n   Maring  ascribes  it.

A  bit  of 
stone  wall,  n.it  even  plastered  with  iiitid.  for  walls  of  the  litlt.  which  are  liili;'  [>.irtl\'  in  the  i;roiinil,  the  roof  covered  with 
biiisli.  and  the  \iiiole  bound  down  by  a  layer  of  earth  .ind  sloiic.  huddled  close  to54cthcr,  resemblini;  a  liiit.;e  anthill  of 
h.ilf  a  mile  or  more  in  circimiference.  Within  this  eiiclostire.  live  thirty  or  forty  f.imilies,  promi.scuoiisly.  with  their  camels, 
LMi.ils,  cows  and  ilonkeys,  witli  at  least  six  siarviii;,;  ,ind  iiioni^rel  do.^'s  to  each  f.imily.  whose  only  use.  as  I  ascertained 
later  to  my  disgust,  w,is  to  I'lU  the  iii;^dit  with  houlini^'s  and  yelpitn;s.  enou;.^di  to  drive  away  all  sleep.  Iloweveti  an  .Arab 
cotilil  sleep  throij;4h  such  a  iiaiuleinoniimi  as  they  maile  all  iiii;ht  is  a  problem.  Mine  host,  L'iit;;ar,  who  is  much  dissatis- 
fied with  the  nei:j;hliorhood.  sa\-s  the  villai^e  is  the  capital  of  "  fleadom "  ;  that  the  SiiU.ui  of  all  the  fleas  in  Palestine 
lives  then-,  ,ind  holds  his  court,  .and  has  done  so  from  lime  immemorial;  that  they  have  aiTlon_i;st  them  a  court  ,iih1 
nobility,  ami  well-ilefined  middle  cl.tss,  ;uid  .a  lart^e  lower  or  common  class,  of  peasant  lleas,  so  to  speak.  That  this  is 
the  place  of  which   it   is  written.

A  de|iut,ition  from  the  vilhe^e,  accompanied  by  .i  drai,'oman  .is  interpreter,  have-  jii^t  come  up,  .md  otVii.il  to  I'.ivor  us 
with  .some  of  their  national  dances,  to  be  performed  by  the  youn^;  men  and  maidens  of  the  vill,iL,'e  on  the  open  Ljrounil 
before  the  hotel,  1)\'  the  li;-,'lit  of  a  bii^'  bonfire,  if  we  holy  pil;.^'rims  will  pay  the  sum  of  two  francs  each  This  offer  is  at 
once  accepteil.  .\  bonfire  of  brush  is  soon  bla/ini;,  and  we  pili^rim-  seated  in  chairs  l)elow  on  the  ijround,  everyone  of  us 
haviiiL,'  a  seat  in  the  front  row  just  beliiml  the  music.  Then  the  performance  beL;.in.  There  are  no  instrument'-,  but  the 
.Arabs  themselves  fnrni-.li  the  music  to  d.ince  by, — each  one  ch.intiiiLj  in  .i  low  monotonous  tone,  to  perfect  time,  and  mostly 
a  continued  repetition  of  one  wonl  for  ,i  do/en  times  or  so,  then  .i  wild  scri'.ini  lor  the  choru^.  I  he  men  \\\--\,  to  the 
number  of  about  a  do/eii,  formed  .'i  half  circle,  with  a  leader  .iriiud  with  a  naked  ciitl.iss,  .i  uiM-lookin;^'  fellow,  unii|iul\' 
dressetl,  staiuliiii;  in  the  cenlre  of  the  crescent,  and  sinj^'im^'  >onie  uilil  i  haiit  which  -.eenied  to  m.irk  time  for  the  re^t, 
the  men  in  the  li.ilf  circle  staiKJini;  close  to^jether,  shoulder  to  .-hoiilder.  -.w.iyiiiL;  this  w.iy  .lud  tli.it  to  piihet  time,  .mil 
altogether  chaiitiiit;  monotonously  two  words  like  "lie  cot,  he  ':ot,"  for  a  do/.eii  times  or  more,  uliile  the  uild  scjiii;  of  the 
leader  uent  screamiiii,'  on  in  a  hiL;her  ])itcli,  then  suddenly  with  .i  iiierciuL;  scream  they  would  .ill  lly  .it  him  .is  if  to  pull 
him  to  pieces;  while  he  ■.tretchin;,;  himself  up  to  his  full  lieiL;ht,  would  llouri-h  hi-,  n.iked  cutki-s  over  their  lie.ids,  upon 
which  the)'  wmild  all  fall  upon  their  knees  in  a  circle  around  him  their  heads  bowed  to  the  |,.;round  in  token  of  submis- 
sion. Then  risin;^  aL;ain  they  returned  to  their  places  to  ;,;o  throu,L,'h  a;,,'ain  and  a},'ain  the  same  p.mtomine,  all  in  the  most 
complete  and  finished  time.  There  u.is  an  interlude,  and  then  beL;,in  the  youiii;  i;irN'  dance  These  L;irls  were  from  the 
a^e  of  \z  to  10  years,  slim  and  nuick  aini  L,'r.iceful  in  their  movements.  They  mi^jht  even  h.ive  bi'cn  pretty,  there  in  tlie 
desert,  if  once  taken  .mil  well  scrubbed.  .\11  they  wore  for  ^.irmeuts,  seemed  to  be  a  simple  blue  cotton  K"""'  eoiiiin^ 
down   to  the   knees,  LTuiltle^s  of  stockiiu's  or  shoes,  or  head  coveriu''  of  ,inv  sort. 
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Their  ilanrc  \^,l^  :i  ili  i  idivli)-  [irctty  uiil-,  in  pcrfi'Ct  tinic,  ;i>  was  the  moil's,  ami  shuucii  imicli  practice.  They  bc^an 
h\'  alxml  a  A'Wxw  of  thi-m  funninL;  ,i  lircli'  by  jciiiiiiv,;  haiuls,  uliilo  mu'  stood  ciitsidc  of  the  riii;^  and  ^avc  tlicni  time. 
l)y  chanting;  a  low,  continiioiis,  moiKjtonoiis  son^'.  As  with  the  men.  one  wonl  wis  repeated  three  tm:es.  U'itli  tlie  fust 
tlu'>-  would  -uinj,'  violently  their  bodies  to  tlu'  left  ;  with  the  second,  the\-  swiini;  as  i|iMcl<ly  to  the  riLtht,  and  at  the  third 
the  whole  circli'  suuiij;  rapidl_\-  around  to  the  r:,L,'lu,  about  one-third  of  its  circumference,  but  so  rapidly  that  all  their  rij,'ht 
I'  I  t  'Mtli  OIK-  motion  swun^'  round  hori/ontall>-  through  the  air  VW  L;leam  of  all  their  bare  brown  feet  in  the  flickerin,:; 
lireliL;ht  as  they  swunj;  violentl\-  around,  was  a  very  prctt)-  effect  .\t  tlu'  encl  of  this  whirl,  they  all  bowe<i  their  heads 
toL;ether  almost  to  the  L;round,  and  nearly  touihiiiL;  each  other's  head,  then  suddenly  straii,;htenini;  up  to  their  ori,L;inal 
position,  the  chant  of  the  Ic  ailer  .L;oin^  on  monotonously  all  the  while,  ,L;avc  another  ucird,  which  was  also  repeated 
:hree  times.  With  the  fir-i  tlu')-  threw  their  hands  above  their  heads  as  hii;h  as  tliey  could  ;  with  the  second 
repetition  'if  the  word,  the)'  all  clapped  their  hands  toj^ether  abcive  their  heads,  -.harplv  with  one  movement  and 
one  sound,  so  simultaneous  was  it  ;  and  with  the  third  repetition,  they  all  join  hands  aj^ain  with  a  clap  to  betjin 
i.L;.un,  the  two  sua\in;4  motions  to  the  rii^ht,  and  to  the  left,  very  rapid,  bii'  in  perfect  time.  The  effect  of  the  scone  was 
aol  a  little  enhanced  by  the  uiird,  monotonous  chant.  .\fter  this  hail  ;^'one  on  to  bodilv  e.\hausiion,  a  new  ilance  was 
iiitnuluced,  a  pas  seul,  or  Nautch  dance.  ,\s  there  was  only  one  uoman  in  the  villaL,'e  that  could  ilance  it,  she  ilid  il 
alone,  althoiiL^li  it  is  •,;enorall\'  done  by  three  or  four  performers.  It  consisted  of  a  violent  swayini;  and  swintjin.L;'  of  the 
body  to  ,md  fro,  u  riL;i;liii:,,'s  ,ind  contortions,  as  if  she  were  made  of  india  rtibber,  arnl  all  lo  tln'  fast  wild  music  furnished  b_v 
the  ,L;irls  ol  (he  previous  dance,  u ho  stayed  in  the  semi-circle,  chantiiii;  the  music  that  furnished  the  tiiiii'.  When  at  last 
this  .\,is  our,  the  curtain  fell,  /  <.,  the  lire  was  allowed  to  burn  itself  out.  The  performers  of  the  "corps  do  ballet"  re- 
;uriied  to  ihe  vill.iee.  \\  I-  turned  into  our  beds,  ,md  the  niL;ht  was  i;iven  up  to  the  .Arab  doi^s,  u  ho  rendered  it  truly 
hideiius,  murderin,^;  sleep. 

In  the  mornine,  after  an  earl\-  bre.ikfast,  we  sallied  out  for  jonlaii  and  the  l)ea<l  Sea.  .\boiii  two  hours'  ride 
•  ver  the  dismal  desert-plain  a,L;.u'n  ;  the  ^'hostly  features  of  last  evcniiiL;  have  lied  ,iway  before  the  stronj;  beams  of  the 
hot  sun,  but  .dl  is  dud  .md  solemn,  as  lifeless  and  still  ,is  hist  iiij^hl  ;  not  a  siyn  of  life  anywhere,  of  human  ur  bird 
or  beast,  or  j^rass  or  llouer.  tree  or  shrub  .all  is  bl.ink  desolation.  .\  ride  of  two  hours  throui^h  those  cheerless 
scones  hroiioht  us  at  List  to  the  Dead  .'-iea.  .\t  this  north  oml.  the  shore,  from  the  mountains  of  Moab.  on  the  east,  to 
the  hills  of  lud.ih.  on  the  uest.  is  semi-circular,  like  the  Hav  of  N.iples.  and  almost  as  pretty,  in  its  own  way.  The  beach 
is  of  line  envoi   and   sand,  and   is  covori'd   here  and   there  by   driftwood,   lo^s,  and  old   trunks   of  trees,  cist    up    b\'   the  winil 
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ami   waves,  hut   thu  '.vuiil  nf  lift',  nnim.il  m-  vcL;tn,ihlc,  i;ivcs   it   a  straiv^r  lonk,  uliilc   there-   -.rnris   iti   the   very  .iir  ,i   ^'>lTK•tllillt; 
/(■//  -unseen,   hut  iippressiAe   to  the   uiiml-a-.  of  si>in,i/i!iii^  unholy  restini;   uu^ler  .ui   etern.i!   eiu-.e 

The  view  ilmvn  tlie  lake,  and  nn  either  suK',  is  inexpressihly  Ljraiid  ami  l)e,uitirul,  the  loweriUL;  riKiunt.iin^  nn  llie  left, 
rellectin;^  in  the  water  m.iny  a  cra^^jjy  iie.ik  ,anil  indistinct  firm  nf  oveihani^iiiL;  n>ek,  wlinse  liDid  and  rUL;;4ed  Mutlim--  arc 
cnntrasted  niiw  ,ind  then  h)-  inaiiy  a  retirin^j  L;len  ami  ijeep  defile,  while  hit-,  nf  eol.ir  here  and  there  uf  red  r.«k-.  of  iUo|) 
hr'iwn,  or  ochie-rclored  escarpment,  i^tve  relief  ami  variet\'  to  the  picture,  which,  .dtoL^'ethi'r,  is  -.eldoin  riv.ilied  in  iiMro 
iVeiiucntcil  resorts  where  Nature  is  sf)Ui;lu  out  .md  worshiiijied.  On  tlu'  ri^ht,  ro-e  the  more  cipher-colored,  ;,,'ray  hills  of 
Iiidah,  while,  over  the  whole,  n.itiuo  has  thrown  a  purple-hued  veil  of  haze,  which  --oftens  the  rui;;4eiliie.s.s  .and  enchants 
the   eye. 

The  1  )ea<l  .Sea  is  s;iid  to  he  still  ,ind  motiouk'Ss,  !>ut  it  is  not  true,  ,is  the  trunk-  of  tree-,  and  other  d^  hri--.  throuii 
far  11])  upon  the  he.ich,  by  the  force  of  wind  .uid  rains,  anipl>-  show.  Tlie  u,i\e-  to-i|,iy,  under  the  firce  of  the  \(  nid, 
'verc  coiniuL,'  roUini;  in  with  considerable  streni^th.  The  day  was  hot.  The  riile  ,uross  the  heated  plain  had  been  l,iti'.;ii- 
in;4,  ancl  the  'einptalion  to  tlirou  oneself  into  the  lake  for  ,i  swim  was  too  ;_;reat  to  be  re,-.i-leil.  Si'ekin.^'  the  friendly 
shelter  of  an  old  tree,  thrown  up  on  the  beach,  for  a  bathin,i;diou-,e,  no  more  is  neeiled  in  this  uild,  unrrei)Uente<l  |)lace 
-I  was  sooti  breastiiiL;  the  iiuick,  litjht  rollers  coinintj  in,  with  the  most  e.\i|ui-ite  sens.ition  of  i|eliL;ht,  -  it  was  so  odd  ami 
stran^je.  1  lli>ated  hii,di  up  out  of  the  w.iler,  \vitliout  the  least  motion  of  h.uid-  or  leys,  like  a  dm  k  in  its  native  element, 
and  went  bobbini;  up  ,iml  down  on  the  wave-  like  ,i  cork.  The  w. iter,  too,  owIul;  to  the  inordinate  .iinoimt  of  -.ilt  it  heM 
in  .solution,  felt  .soft,  smooth,  ,ind  sHpper\  to  the  -kin.  Sink  1  could  not,  do  what  1  would,  .mil  to  proceed  in  ,iny  direc- 
tion it  w  .IS  only  necessar\-  to  make  two  or  threi'  motions  of  the  arms  .iloiie,  .mil  .iw.iy  \ou  L;hded.  with  ,ill  ihe  ease  of 
,a  fish. 

The  uater  w.is  perfectly  clear.  I  tasted  it.  The  only  difference  was  that  it  was  more  s.dty.  stronf;er.  and  more  bitter 
than  aii\  1  h.id  ever  tasted  iiivoluntaril)-  before,  when  swimminti  in  the  sea.  It  appe.ired  to  me  like  ,i  lar;.,'e  interior  lake 
of  fresh  water,  fed  by  the  Jordan  and  many  sprin.tjr-,  .ind  so  stronj,'ly  impre.:n,ited  with  s.ilt  from  ^all  beds  below,  as  to  be 
the  heaviest,  and  con.se(|uently  the  most  buoyant  sheet  uf  water  in  the  world.  It  is  indeed  a  brine  stronj;  ,is  i-  u-ed  in 
picklint;  meat,  holdini;  as  much  salt  in  solution,  as  water  is  callable  of,  and  nothin:^  more.  Of  course  if  it  i^ets  into  y  ur 
eyes,  or  the  skin  is  chapped  or  broki-n  from  riilin-  in  the  sim,  its  contact  produces  a  burnini,'  sensation,  but  there  is  no 
siL^'M   of  bitumen   that    I    could  discover,  and   ,ill   the  tr.avellers'  tale-,  -peakin-  of  it-  dread   ami   my-lerious  .iiialiti.s,  .ire  "Ira- 
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vrllirs'   l.ili  •, "   simpK'         If    it    urri-    muri'    acccs.sil  li'   it    wcujld    sdjin   li.ivc   a   L;r.ni<l   /ii>l,/   i/iS    Ihiiilf   <<n    it-^   he. nil,  ami   it    uniijil

'I'lie  Romans  were  the  first  road  builders,  and  pre-eminent  therein,  but  the  people  of  the  l-;,e-t  wer.'  ever  ,d)o\e  mh  li  rffemi- 
n.ite  luxuries,  and  all  the  t;reat  njiites  ,is  well  as  the  lesser  ones  were  ever  .is  nature  m.ide  tlu'iii.  In  ,i  to,  k>-.  hilly 
countrj-  like  this,  it  is  very  fati^'uinj,'  both  for  beast  and  rider  to  travel  them.  The  hordes  -u  iry  and  -.Iro,,-  ,  !ind)  these 
mountain  pal'.s  like  ijoats,  and  are  almost  ,as  siire-fcjoted.  One  of  the  worst  paths  1  liave  ^een  i^  tin-,  to  Mar  .S.dj.i, 
dreary,  desolate,  and  wild, --not  a  i^reen  thin^;'  to  rest  the  eye  upon.  This  lonely  mount, lin  de^ert  is  .ilmost  wholly  void 
of  interest.

Thoil','!)  poor  and  sh.ibby,  the  air  and  m.mner  with  which  the>-  will  dr.iw  ihemselve-.  up  haui;htil>',  urapiiin;.^  the  feu 
unseemly  ra};s  with  which  they  .ire  clothed,  about  their  persons,  uith  .ill  the  di,L;nil\-  .md  l.,fty  ^<•lf-po^se,^Mon  of  a 
Cesar,  wrappin-  his  m.mtle  about  his  head,  and  sinkin.i,'  ,it  the  feet  of  l'ompey\  -statue,  under  the  bl.ms  of  .i  Brutus. 
There  is  a  i)roud  and  gracious  dic,'nit\-  and  ease  in  their  c,irria;.;e,  anc|  finer  he.ids  than  r)i,ui>-  of  the  deseit  .Xr.ib. 
have,  or  cast  in  a  more  classic  mouUl,  would  be  hard  to  finil  in  ,dl  the  sculptiu'e  of  .Xtheiis,  ,,r  Romi-.  (  )flen  \-.ai  will 
meet  the  most  aristocratic,  distiuL;uished-lookin.i,'  features.  Noble  brows,  finely  firmed  head^,  m-i  on  their  should. ts  with 
such  (listinguislied  appearance,  as  to  cau.se  you  to  turn  ami  look  a-.un  with  wistful  wonder.  Thc'ir  lan^ai.ige,  too,  the 
Arabic,  is  the  fullest  and  richest  in  the  world,  and  be.st  ad.ipted  ..f  ,iny  other  fi.r  finest  pro.sc  or  smoothest  poetry.  The 
grace  with  which  they  utter  so  often  that  word  "  tu  fuddal"  thou  art  welcome,  with  suitable  .iclion,  is  .piite  ch.irming. 
I  cannot  help  but  think  them  of   older  lineage    than   the  Jews,  and    more   honorable;  they  are  totally  imlike  them  both  in 
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fcatuii  .iTnl  I  li.iiiK  tir.' iiiiil  it  -.icns  iinpds'-il)!!'  that  ttu'y  arc  ilL'sccnilaiits  of  Isliinacl,  lialf  brother  of  Isaac,  tbu  ^'rcat 
Jc«ish  aiKistor.  Hut  if,  as  ihrst-  traces  seem  to  indicate,  they  arc  of  hijjh  ancient  lineat;e,  with  some  of  that  blond  still 
coursing,'    throii.i;h    their    veins,  their   fall    has   been    grcnt,  and    their    degradation    seems   cumplcte    in    all    but    remnants  of 

spirit   .iihI    honor-  "  Hi   fuililal." 

I.iituhini;  aiiil  pur-.iiiti};  our  dreary  way,  we  arrived  at  last  at  Mar  Saba  in  the  twilij^ht.  This  fj|d  monastery  should  be 
seen  first  by  twilit;ht  or  moonlit;lit  to  catch  all  the  weird  effect  it  is  capable  of  Its  monastery  was  founded  by  St.  Saba, 
it  is  saiil  in  the  fifth  e.-ntury,  and  hiis  as  much  the  ajipearance  of  a  strong;  fortress  as  of  a  monastery.  No  doubt  in  those  days, 
and  e\cn  initd  '|uite  V.iW  times,  siniitjth  .ind  iTieans  of  defence  a;;ainst  foreij^'n  or  Ik-douin  attack  were  hi^dily  necessary, 
.mil  ivin  with  .ill  its  strenj;th,  it  has  been  sacked  and  parti.dlj-  destroyed  several  times.  I  was  shown  a  chapel  where  the 
■-itlc-,  uire  lincil  by  ioMi-barred  receptacles,  throuj^h  whose  bars  could  be  .seen  thousands  of  bones,  and  hundreds  of  skulls 
of  monk-,  of  the  monaster)-,  and  hermits  who  lived  in  cells  in  the  adjoininL;  cliffs,  killed  by  an  e.Npeclilinii  nf  Persians  in  the 
thirteenth  century,  liuilt  half  in  the  rock,  half  clinj^'inj,'  to  the  sides  nf  the  gorj^'e  of  the  v.illey  of  the  Kedron,  here,  deep, 
narrow  ;ind  tortuous,  the  effect  is  novel  in  the  extreme.  This  t;orL;e  in  the  mountains  throuijh  which  the  Keilron  passes  on 
its  w.iy  In  the  I  le.id  .Sea.  is  .at  this  place  very  ii.irrow  and  deep  with  almost  perpenilicular  sides,  like  the  ^'ori,'e  of  Nia^;;ira 
below  the  falls,  but  more  perpendicular,  more  bold  and  rocky,  ami  tieeper.  .Xbout  midw.iy  between  the  top  and  botttjm  is 
percheil  the  tnonastery,  half  excavated  out  of  the  cliff,  and  half  built  on  projrctitiL;  ledijes.  Knockintj  at  the  iron  door  of 
the  outer  wall  si  .me  w.iy  below  the  top  of  the  clilT,  to  which  we  have  descendeil.  and  slvju-in.^C  our  permit  from  the  (ireek 
patri.irch  in  Jerusalem  to  pass  the  ni;.;ht  there,  wc  were  admitted  without  further  delay,  and  walked  down  a  staircase  cut  in 
the  rock  to  the  monastery  itself  below.  This  permit  will  only  allow  L;entlemon  the  hosi)itality  of  the  pkice,  ladies  never 
beiiiL;  .idmitted.  I'.issin^'  chambers  and  cells  cut  in  the  rock  with  a  narrow  door  and  oni'  little  window  lookin;.;  out,  c:aeh 
the  chand)er  of  .\  mnnk  or  fri.ir,  \-ou  come  at  last  to  a  sm.ill  pl.ite.ui  of  rock  on  which  the  ch.ipel  is  built,  directly  below 
which  are  the  pil;_;rims'  ret;i>'ns.  There  happened  to  be  no  other  pilL,'rims  there  that  nii;lit.  so  1  had  the  ijrand  room  .ill  to 
myself  .A  t.d)li  in  the  centre  for  my  drai,'oman  to  spread  his  provisions  upon,  an  oil  lamp  han^'inj,'  over  it,  ,ind  all  around 
the  .ipartment.  about  l''i  feet  by  24  in  ilimensions,  ran  a  low,  broad  stone  divan,  covered  with  cushions  and  pillows  and  ru.L,'s 
uhuh.  with  a  he.ivy,  thick,  stuffed  comforter  furnished  b>-  the  monks  at  bed-time,  scrvinj;  the  pilj^riin  for  his  bed,  comprised 
all  the  furniture  of  the  room.  No  chari,'e  is  m.idc  for  this  convenience  to  pilijrims,  but  you  may  leave  with  the  monk  in 
ch,irL;e  nf  the  apartment  whatever  you  like  for  the  general  i)in-poses  nf  the  mnnastery,  and  to  <iefra\-  the  cost  of  those  too 
pnor  tn    ji.iy,      .As  it   was    the    dinner    hour  of    tin;    monastery,    1    asked   that   a    monk's  portion    should    be   sent   to  my  tabic. 
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^'nii  can  have  that  if  ycni  wish.  |\\'hcn  it  came  it  c.msist<'(l  of  a  small  loaf  of  lilack  hri-i'l,  L,'iitt\-.  soiir  an.l  ilisi.istcfiil, 
ani]  a  larijij  mess  of  boilcil  Imliaii  corn  with  the  hulls  on,  with  no  other  seasoning;  than  a  I'tlle  sah  ;  iust  the  ^ort  of  t'.eil 
that  farmers  at  home  ijive  to  an  ailing  horse  or  cow.  I  askeil  if  a  bottle  of  wini'  coiiM  he  sent  to  me,  an'l  .i  very  f.iir 
bottle  of  full,  sweet  (ireek  wine  was  aeconlin;,.;ly  furmsheil,  sceint;  iloubtless  that  I  meant  to  ]'.iy  fu'l  v.ihie  for  all  I  received, 
The  bottle  of  wine  was  j^ood,  but  was  the  only  reileeming  feature,  .unl  1  ijl.ully  fell  back  U|m.ii  my  diaLioinan  s  -.t.irev  .After 
dinner  I  mounted  by  another  ~tairca>e  to  tin-  ll.it  roof  of  my  little  bedroom  to  ^:noke  ,i  ei.Mnite  .lud  ;_;et  the  view  by 
ni,L;ht.

I'ater  Nosters   in   a  dreamy   way. 

The  effect  of  all  these  liL;ht-s  coinin.L;  out  of  the  ^o'id  f.ice  of  the  rock  was  nio-t  cuntui-  ,ind  n^ivel.  Ju-t  then  a  clock 
'n  the  church  tower  tolled  forth  two.  "Whatl  two  o'cloi  k.  W  h.it  kiml  of  time  is  that?"  I  .i^ked  of  my  drai,'oman.  "(Jh." 
said  he,  "  thoUL;li  a  (ireek  monastery,  they  keep  .\r.d)ic  time.  It  be;_,'in-.  with  sunrise,  and  eruls  with  sun-el,  for  the  hour- 
of  the  day;  and  bcijins  a,L,'ain  with  sunset,  and  I'mU  with  -uiuise,  for  the  hours  of  the  ni|,;ht.  It  has  just  -tru' k  llu'  -icond 
hour  of  the  m\;ht,  which  me.m-  in  our  time  y  f.M.  .\l  the  fifth  hour."  continued  my  dratjoman,  "our  TnidniL;ht,  the  chapel 
bell  will  rin,L;  for  midm'ijht  mass,  and  every  ()ccu|iant  of  these  cells  will,  unless  ill,  sally  out,  book  in  hand,  ch.umtint,'  the 
service,  and  !;o  to  chapi'l  in  procession,  to  then-  chaunt  .i  m,is>  till  the  -ixth  hour,  or  I  \.M.  So  if  they  wake  yu,  d^ai't 
think  it   is  mornint;"." 

IC.xaclly  at  miilniuiht  1  was  awakened  by  the  chapel  bell  rin;.;inj,'  out  loud  and  clear  for  the  midnight  mas-.,  and  shortly 
1  heard  the  tranipinv;  footsteps  and  chauntini;  voices  of  the  monks  t^oin;^  to  chapel,  and  for  some  time  after  their  voices 
risint,'  and  fallin;^,  now  strong;,  now-  faint,  .i-  the  m.i-^s  went  on,  but  I  do  not  think  I  heard  it  all,  for  I  had  ridden  a  lon^' 
day's  ride  that  da)-.  Poor  monk!  With  his  black  bread  and  boiled  Indian  corn  messes,  and  his  miilni}.;!!!  ma-ses,  with 
prayers  and  beails  between,  I   aim  ^lad   I   am  not  in  his  place-,   I   lhou<;ht,  as   I  droppi-d  off  to  sleep  aj;ain. 

That  it  is  not  ahva\-s  peace  and  harmony  in  this  pi. ice,  or  that  the  ri;;oi-ous  rei.;imen  of  f,i,tmi;  and  praying'  havi-  en- 
tirely reduced  their  spirits  to  subjection,  and  utterly  rooted  out  the  old  .\ilam  forever,  is  (juite  (videiil,  iicpw  and  then,  by 
little  incidents  escapinj^,  that  cannot  be  hushed  or  suppressed. 
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Tile  iKw  (iiick  ratriarcli,  wlm  has  come  lately  into  tin;  Diocese  of  Jerusalem,  discoveicil  shortly  that  the  monasteries 
ami  coiiMiiis  hail  Ix-eii  heapiiit;  iip  money  there  from  rents  ami  sales,  and  even  Icndini;  it  out  aijain  at  usur\'.  lie  im- 
inecli.itrly  fell  to,  in  /ialoii>  iMath,  ,md  overturned  the  lal)les  of  the  money -chanijers  and  thosi'  ulio  suld  produce,  ami 
confiscaleil  tlu'ir  mone)-,  and  used  it  for  increasinL,'  the  convents  for  the  supjjort  of  the  poor,  ami  the  ,L;eneral  purposes  of 
the  ( hurch,  scoldiiu;  them  scmicI)-  for  their  u-orldliriess,  and  telling  them  that  the  love  of  money,  or  heapini;  it  u]),  was  the 
root  of  all  evil.  ,uid  th.it  monks  ,ind  friars,  nuns  and  sifters  of  mercy.  an<l  ;dl  those  who  love  to  follow  Christ,  have  no 
need  .if  money.  It  c.iused  a  ;,'re.it  di.il  of  diss.itisfaction  amonj,'  them  all,  especially  taking;  the  money.  .Some  insubortlinn- 
tiiiu  fillowril.  ,uid  one  of  the  boMest  of  the  m.dcontents  w.is  onlered  into  exile  out  of  Jerusalem.  Ih'  .isked  to  be  scut  to 
this   pl.ic  e.   but    th.it    u.i-.  deijiril   him.  and   hi    was   sent    to   the  cornent    .it   <'.ilL,'al.   in   the   desiMl   of  lericho. 

l.a-t  ueek  the  I'.itri.in  h.  uhile  on  a  visit  to  (iilt^al.  was  infornu'd  th.it  tliir.  refractory  l.uther  had  actiiallj-  been  de- 
tected in  setting;  a  net  in  the  Jord.m.  and  keepint;  it  there,  for  the  t.ikini;  of  fish,  which  he  sold  to  pih^rims  for  money, 
perhaps  to  rim  away  with  (  )n  bein;.,'  brouijht  before  the  Patriarch  for  discipline  ai;ain,  after  hearinjf  a  few  words,  he  rushed 
aw.i\'  to  his  cell;  returmnL;  directly  in  a  ra;;e  drew  from  the  pocket  of  his  j^own  .a  six-chambered  revoh'er,  and  bei,'an 
rapidlj-  fninj;  uhile  advancini;  upon  the  I'.itriarch.  liefore  he  could  be  stopi>ed.  he  had  fired  three  .shots,  one  of  which  took 
effect  in  the  Patriarch's  arm.  from  which  he  is  still  sufferinj,'.  lie  was  at  once  e.Ncommuiu'cated,  his  jjown  taken  off,  a 
t,'Uaril  of  ■|'^lrki^h  snldier^  --cnt  for.  ,ind  he  was  riuioved  to  Jerusalem,  where  he  now  lies  in  prison,  awaitini;  his  trial  before 
a   Moslem  couil. 

1  had  a  better  rest  th.in  is  possible  In 
Jeru--.ilein.  with  its  sevent\--m'ne  distinct  and  ilifferent  smells,  e.ich  one  worse  than  the  other,  its  "noise  of  revelry  by  ni^ht  " 
anioni;  the  cits  i.n  the  roof,  .uid  the  howling;  of  i1ol;s,  the  jiirpetu.il  ckinj^'int;  all  the  niL;ht  throuj^h  of  bills  for  masses  at 
midniL;ht   and  all   other   hours,   ^o  that   the  (|uiel   of  oidy  one   monastery  ami  oid\'  one    mass   was    quite  an   .iijree.able  chani^c. 

l<i-.inL;  early,  the  \  ie«  from  my  window  overhan.L,'in^  the  ^julf  below,  was  wild  and  most  charmini;.  .Above  and  around 
one.  on  each  side,  were  innumerable  staircases,  and  holes  In  the  rock  fitteil  with  a  door  and  window,  within  which  a  monk 
w.is  sure  to  be  foun/.  u  r.ipt  in  imdit.ition  or  connini;  over  his  dailj'  round  of  prayer  or  lesson.  .\cross  the  Ljulf  on  the 
opposite  side,  the  fe  of  the  i  liff  was  honeycoud)cd  with  the  broken  remains  of  lumdreds  of  cells  of  hermits  who  formerly 
swarmed  in  the  rock,  and  whose  skulls  now  ^rin  at  you  throu^jh  the  bars  of  the  charnel  receptacle  of  the  chapel. 
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After  brcakfiistiiiu;  mi  mir  own  iircivision-;,  (liscniir.ij;ccl  rnmi  further  cfri>rt-i  in  that  iliicc-tiiai  with  tin-  miink-',  ;inil  t.ikini; 
my  ccjfl\,'c  uitlioul  milk,  fur  t-vcii  tli.it  useful  and  Liitiimnn  article  <if  iliet  cammt  he  had  here.  ..lud  1)\-  tin-  u.iw  a  few  e'x- 
pcrieiiccs  of  this  sort  have  made  me  much  to  ilcmbt  whether  culTee,  jirnperl)-  maije,  .is  it  i^  hen-,  is  imt  hctti-r  uithout  milk, 
wliich  ilisL;uises  the  llavnr  ami  takes  au.iy  entirely  I'le  aroiiLi  of  ilu-  Ar.ilii.ui  heiry  .  I  sallied  out  uith  the  p.ii  licul.ii  inuTik 
assij^ned  to  my  service.  t<i  view  the  church.  It  is  very  pretty,  hut.  like  all  (ireek  churches,  nverl^.ided.  thiiUL;h  il  h.is  s.nno 
silver  ornaments,  cspcci.ill.'  a  silver  statue  of  the  Virj,'in,  very   tastefulK    execulid. 

Horses  ;md  cam|)  ecpiipai^e  heiuL;  now  reaily  and  waiting;.  1  saiil  i,'oiMld)ye  to  my  liosl^.  .after  le.ivint;  in  their  li.mds 
about  twice  as  much  money  as  I  would  ordiiiarilx-  pay  at  a  hotel  fir  much  better  acrojiim.ulation.  p.isst-d  out  .li.jain  throui^h 
the  iron  ^'atc  unlocked  for  us  by  a  jiorter  stat;i,'crin_L;  under  an  immense  iron  key  as  l.irL;e  and  .i-  lon;.^'  ;is  .i  t.ible  lei;,  .md 
took   up  our  way  ai;ain   with  some  ret;ret   at   leavini:;  thi.s   peaceful   place   and   its  ipiii-t   life, 

l-'rom  here  to  Bethlehem  the  way  lay  over  a  wild,  mount. liiious  desert,  at  times  without  e\i-n  the  sembl.mce  of  .i  path, 
while  every  dee|)  t;len  uith  its  sliLjlu  attempts  at  j;reenness  was  teii.inted  bv  Bedouins,  .\r.ibs.  ,ind  their  cimps.  suarmini; 
with  women  and  children,  especiall)'  the  latter,  together  with  camels,  cows,  donkeys.  doL;s,  down  even  to  tin-  "wicked  flea," 
dwelling;  toi,'ether  iiromiscuously.  rassiiiL;  near  nnc  of  them  and  stoppintj  for  ,i  moment,  I  w.is  .ii^ain  ,i:reeted  bj-  the 
t;racious  ■' tu  fuild.il  "  thou  art  welcome,  ,ind  ufLjed  to  enter  and  p.irtake  of  their  llo•^pit.dit)■  ;  bill  uith  .an  eipuilly 
j;racious  but  mire  emphatic  shake  of  the  he;ui,  ami  a  "No  thank  \'ou,"  «e  to(.k  our  ikpartiire  uith  repe.ited  criis  of 
"  b.icksheesh  "   following,'  us  as  far  as  voice  coulil  reach. 

Nearin^'  Bethleliem.  this  time  from  the  North.  I  uas  much  more  f.ivor.ibl>-  impressed  uith  it.  .\s  ue  passed  o\er  the 
plains  on  which  tlu-  shepiierds  were'  feedini;  their  Hocks  in  the  ni.Ljht  uhen  the  .uni)-  of  .uiijel-.  ,i|i]i,ared  to  iliem.  and  an- 
nounceil  the  birth  of  the  .Saviour  of  the  workl.  The  slopes  and  valleys  were  liter,ill\-  covered  with  llocks  .uid  henls  feeding' 
in  the  care  of  hundreds  of  b  lys  .uid  ijirls  and  women.  Camels,  cows,  horses,  donkeys,  '^'o.its,  like  a  movin;^  mass  covered 
the  plains.  1  had  not  imai,dned  before  that  there  were  so  m.in\-  cattle  in  all  I'alestine.  It  uas  a  cheerful  scene,  but 
quaint,  reminilini;  me  somehou  of  the  ener^'y  and  life  of  our  own  country,  for  j^'cnerally  ever)thin^  here  seems  ilcid  and 
lifeless  It  was  the  time  of  the  lentil  h.irvest.  and  many  ueri'  enj,'a;,'ed  in  it.  This  cere.il  in  appearance  risembles  flax, 
and  is  h.irvested  b\-  pullin;.;  it  up  by  the  roots  like  llax.  It  is  properly  a  bean,  and  bears  ,i  sm.ill,  circular,  fl.il  srcd 
smaller  than   ,i   |iea.  enclosed   e.ich  one  in    a    pod   by   itself      It  is  very   nuiritioiis.  and   is   much   used   jn  ilu-  counlr\-   for   f.icid, 
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,in.i   h.is  liirii  i-vir  ■.iiii<'   I'.s.iii  solil  his   birth-ri^'lit  Inr   a  mess  of  it.     My  dragoman    prnmiscci  iiu-  some  of  it  for  llial  iiii;lit

Ap]>r.)achiiio  Bethlehem  from  tlii^  direction,  we  passid  by  hills  covered  with  nhve  trees,  healthy  ami  well  tended;  larj^'c 
di--tnct-.  entirely  devoted  to  the  culture  of  the  olive,  which  really  is  a  beautiful  tree  when  seen  in  perfection,  and  a  slmly 
lor  ,in  artist,  when  old  and  ;^narled  W C  p,i~-.iil  tlirciui^h  larfje.  well-kept  vineyards,  enclosed  by  i,'ood  stone  walls,  planta- 
tion- of  fi;^,  ,ilniond.  ,ind  pomr;.;ian,ite  trees,  ,dl  lie.ilthy  ami  well  c.ired  for;  the  I.ind  clean  .md  well-tiUeil  ;  the  half-ripe 
iVnit  -11111111-  ihrou-h  the  :.^lo--\-  foli.i.i;e  ;  then,  as  we  inounteil  the  last  hill  overlookins;  Bethlehem,  a  fine  panorama  burst 
oil  tin-  view  A  l.iri,'e  .iinphithe.itre,  slopin;^'  down  into  the  valley  which  divides  Bethlehem  from  Beth-Jairan.  was  dotted 
with  houses  and  crouiled  with  olive  trees  from  the  tops  of  the  hills  on  either  side  of  the  wide  valley  to  the  other.  The 
sij^ht   w.is  a  ch.irmiiiL,'  one,  ,ind  completely  redeemed   the  tlr.st  bad  im|)ressions  of  the  i)lace   thai    I    had   received. 

.\li:..;htini;  from  ,,ur  horses  at  tlie  Latin  convent  of  the  Church  of  .Nativity,  for  it  was  hij;h  noon,  we  went  at  once  to 
he  pilL;riins'  ,i|iartm(;nt,  cariymi^  our  provisions  with  us  The  latter  were  not  s(j  necessar\-  here  as  at  the  (ireek  convent, 
this  beiiiL;  a  l.,itiii  one,  ,iiid  f,ir  superior  to  the  (ireek  rmes  in  comfort  ,ind  evervthin;^  that  iiertains  to  civilization.  Here 
_\ciu  may  have  a  chamber  to  yourself,  instead  of  sleeping  in  a  common  room  with  other  pilL;rinis,  often  very  dirty,  if  of  the 
fireek  persuasion.  Here.  too.  you  can  have  a  decent,  comfortable.  Christian  bed.  instead  of  a  stone  divan,  to  sleep  upon. 
Here  voii  will  lind  ,1  comfortable  "s.ille  a  maHLjer "  Iuiiil;  round  with  [)ictures  of  saints  and  martyrs,  some  of  considerable 
merit,  .md  a  table,  clean,  tiily — all  most  invitintjly  clean.  Here  you  may  have  coffee,  with  milk  from  the  refectory,  and 
eijLjs,  ,uid  wholesome,  well-made  soup,  or  .mythinj;  else  that  you  wish  to  call  for,  .served  with  a  smilinfj  welcome  and  grace 
th.it   .ilw.iys  disiin;4uishes   the   Latin   race   frc  in   all  others, 

llavini;  dined  like  a  i)rince,  and  paid  in  my  contribution  to  the  jioor  fund  of  the  convent,  we  again  took  up  our  course 
for    1  b  bron. 

Till -e  roiueiits,  both  Latin  and  fireek,  and  .Armenian  as  well,  arc  really  doing  a  great  deal  of  good,  scattered  through- 
out the  eiiimtr\-  as  the\-  ,ire.  They  are  a  great  convenience  to  the  poor  pilgrim.  .Any  pilgriin  may  receive,  on  application 
to  the  p,ilii,ui.h,  .1  iKTinil  to  enter  one  of  the  convents,  and  to  be  entertaineil  with  boanl  such  as  it  is,  and  lodging  free 
for  one  ni;_;hl  or  s,  M-ral  nights,  but  the  limit  is  two  weeks.  He  may  give  or  not,  as  he  is  able.  For  ni.my  it  is  impos- 
sible to  make  .iny  nturn,  and  it    is    known   on   their   entrance,  but    they  are    alw.ays    treated    kindly.

\  little  over  an  hour  bom  Hebron  we  came  to  the  .Moslem  villatjc  of  Hulhul,  where  then-  is  .1  l,iri;e  mos,|ui,  ~.n'\  to 
cover  the  tomb  of  the  prophet  Jonah.  The  verv'  house'  where  he  lived  .md  his  vineyard  is  shown  b>'  the  Moslems,  an, I  the 
I'ounlain  by  tlu'  ro.ulside,  called  "Jonah's  l-'oimt.iin,"  which,  accordin;,,'  to  Moslem  tnniition,  thi:  prophet  is  ^.u'll  not  to  have 
much  resorted  to,  or  used  himself,  except  to  mix  with  the  wine  which  he  made  to  sell.  I'hc'  Moslems  sav  th.it  Jon.ih  w.is 
not  a  ;_;reat  prophet,  and  could  not  make  even  small  profets  tu  fuddal  out  of  his  vine\ards,  becaii-e  he  w.i^  his  ..wn  best 
customer,  -So  thin},'.s  went  badly,  till  at  last  he  was  sold  up  for  debt.
